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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The claims raise new issues which require further consideration and/or search. For example, claim 63 is 
intended to be a combination of the subject matter of claims 1 and 10 as specified in the remarks by the applicant on page 18. Stated 
otherwise, this is intended to be claim 10 in independent form. However, this claim is broader than claim 10 in that it does not include the 
limitation of claim 1 of "aiming said phased array antenna toward each neighboring node during communication therewith". The limitation 
of claim 63 of "aiming said phased array antenna to multiple neighboring nodes..." does not implicitly contain this limitation as "multiple 
neighboring nodes" can be a subset of "each neighboring node". Claims 87 and 99 are similarly broadened in the current amendment.
